roads doing an interstate business went 
into effect at midnight last night.

the tariffs and charges, showing not 
only the full cost of 
transportation 
from point to j*>int. but also what 
items go to making up of them.

of th* charges he has i<> mel t. 
It is .stated that in fact not a single 
company has been abb* to comply fully 
with the provisions of th** law. requir­ 
ing them to have all their schedules on 
file by midnight.

; ritories comprises 
individual reports

points. 
These reports, w ritten on Aug. 24, 
i show that the crop has deteriorated 
and is further threatened by reason of 
excessive rains, interm ittent showers 
and the depredation of insect pests in 
a very large proportion of the territo ry . 
overed. 
Notwithstanding which they 
show that the condition in Texas, com- 
part'd with the corres[K*ndent date of 
1905, was 8.1 per cent better; Indian 
Territory 4.5 per cent better and Okla­ 
homa 12 per cent better.

There is not a more honorable pro­ 
fession or business than that of jour­ 
nalism. The newspaper is the mirror 
of its city or town, and its editors and 
reporters are truly representative of 
the people, and almost invariably of a 
grade higher than their constituents. 
There are wolves in editorial cloth­ 
ing, and there are blacklegs on 
the 
newspaper staff the world over, blit 
the men who make the newspaper, un­ 
less they represent 
the 
over-colored 
side of journalism, are superior to the 
majority of their readers. 
The filthy 
sheet, with every column a typograph- 


not work at space rates or by the col­ 
umn, araw stated salaries of from $250 
to f2,000 a year, the average probably 
not exceeding $700 or $800. 
The city editor has charge of the lo­ 
cal reporters. He is responsible for ob­ 
taining the city news. The city editor 
does not have to be a great thinker or 
a many-sided man, but he must under­ 
stand men and things, so that he may 
know* how to use them to the best ad­ 
vantage. 
He must also hold a finger 
upon the public pulse, that he 
may 
give the readers what they want in the 
way of local happenings. The city edi 
ital gutter for the sewerage of sensu- ; tors of large papers receive anywhere 
lion, bad as it is. is a peg or two ahead 
of its support. While I have no re­ 
spect tor the yellow journal, or for its 
editors and others connected with it. I 
do not believe, as many do, that the 
inunoial newspaper is in any way re­ 
sponsible for the public immorality. 
The newspaper is always better than 
its readers. The reader, more than the 
editor, is responsible for journalistic 
degradation. The newspaper is, and in 
these days cannot often afford to 
be 
other than, a business institution, 
lf 
It were not a business affair, it could 
not live unless endowed. It must make 
money or die; 
therefore it gives 
its 
reader what 
its readers want. The 
reader, not the yellow journal, needs 
reformation. 
The 
good 
newspaper, 
mid the good newspaper is in the vast 
majority, is the foundation stone of 
civilization, upon which is built and 
kept rn repair the monument of prog­ 
ress. 
* 
Needs N atural Ability. 
The journalist, or newspaper man, is 
a professionalist, not a man of busi­ 
ness. The profession of journalism has 
the peculiarities and conditions always 
accompanying a profession; and there­ 
fore 
the 
newspaper 
writer 
greatly 
needs natural ability for anything like 
full success. 
The ordinary man can 
never become a first-class 
newspaper 
writer, and tile man of business ability 
alone is entirely unfitted tor the pro­ 
fession. 
The 
editor-in-chief 
occupies 
the 
highest editorial position. 
He is sup- 
]H>sed to have 
complete 
control 
of 
every department of 
his 
newspaper, 
except the business one. It is for him 
to decide the policy and to maintain it, 
to engage and discharge the members 
of the editorial staff, and to be respon­ 
sible for everything that appears in 
♦he paper outside of 
the 
advertise­ 
ments. 
rl he theoretical power of the 
editor-in-chief is absolute. Practically, 
however, only a small proportion of 
so-called editors-in-chief control 
the 
right cf policy of their appere, as this 
is established by the owners, the edi­ 
tor-in-chief being 
virtually 
only an 
employe. 
Years 
ago, 
great 
editors 
were known by name. To day, editors 
of fully as much ability as then. and 
wdh much broader experience, arc sel­ 
dom ic ogni et! outside of their own . 
«irele. 
They are the important parts 
of a ureal machine; in fact, they are 
the spring of 
the journalistic watch, 
end, like the spring, make the watch 
go as the 
maker 
designed 
that 
it 
should. 
Salaries o f Editors. 
The editors-in-chief of newspapers in 
large cities 
draw 
salaries of 
from 
53,(KH) to $10,000 a year, and a few are 
paid twice as much; but the $25,000 
men can be numbered on the fingers 
of one hand with the thumb left out. 
Probably the average salary of 
the 
large city editor-in-chief 
bs 
not 
far 
from $5,000. 
In salary 
the 
managing editor 
is* 
next to the editor-in-chief. 
He may 
or may not be a good editorial writer. 
The chances are that he is n o t He is 
the executive 
officer, and, under the 
editor-in-chief, actively carries out the 
jiolicy of the paper. 
To an extent he 
is a superintendent, assuming the re­ 
sponsibility for the newspaper’s active 
work. 
Managing editors receive annu­ 
al salaries of from IO to 25 per cent, 
less than those paid to the editors-in- 
chief. 
Editorial writers are those who do 
the bulk of tile editorial work of the 
paper, and who write all the editorials 
except those furnished by the editor- 
in-chief himself. A large city newspa­ 
per employs anywhere from two to a 
dozen such writers, who 
are graded 
according to their capacity and resjHin- 
aibility. 
The 
head 
editorial 
writer 
composes the leaders not written by 
the editor-in-chief, and the other wri­ 
ters prepare the rest. 
Some editorial 
writers do their work at home, giving 
only a part of their time to the news­ 
paper. These are paid by a salary, or 
by the column. 
It is quite common nowadays for a 
great daily newspaper to have a num­ 
ber ct editors-at-large, each one a spe­ 
cialist In some one department These 
writers are usually paid by the piece, 
although some of them draw salaries. 
When b matter of any special impor­ 
tance, requiring expert opinion, comes 
up, the editor familiar with that kind 
of work is ordered to prepare an edi­ 
torial, which he does in the time al­ 
lotted. 
Editorial writers in large cities may 
hope to draw salaries of from $1,500 to 
$5,000 a year. 
Probably jew ever re­ 
ceive more than $6,000. 
Special edi­ 
torial writers, who give but a part of 
their day to the newspaper, if they do 


from $1,500 to $4,000 a year, a few sal­ 
aries reaching $5,000. 
Telegraph 
editors are editors or 
readers of telegraphic copy. They are 
responsible for the headings of such 
matter inserted in the newspapers, and 
the writing of these headlines is really 
very i rn instant work. A telegraph edi­ 
tor of v great paper receives anywhere 
from $1,000 to $3,000 a year. 
Literary editors are responsible for 
the book review's and literary matter. 
As a nile. they work away from the 
newspaper office, and most of them do 
not devote their entire time to any one 
publication. Their stated salaries run 
from $1,000 to three and four thousand 
dollars a year, the average being not 
far fit:in $2,000. 
Desk Editors. 
Desk editors are readers and correct­ 
ors of manuscript of every kind and 
class. They must, first of all, be good 
grammariansand users of pure English, 
and also possess much discretion. On 
great dailies these men draw salaries 
of from $t.5oo to $3,000 a year. 
The 
small city newspapers, as a rule, do 
not employ such editors. 
Space writers, those who write 
by 
the column and are paid for what is 
printed, receive from four 
to 
fifteen 
dollars a column, eight dollars being 
the fair average. 
Reporters on great newspapers are 
paid from $10 to JKH) a week, compar­ 
atively few earning the higher figure, 
the average remuneration probably not 
being in excess of $20 a week, although 
a first-class, competent reporter, may 
obtain as much as $50 a week. 
The 
majority of 
editors, even 
e litors-in- 
chief, were originally reporters. 
In no 
other way can one so easily obtain the 
knowledge and practical education nec­ 
essary for editorial writing. 
The 
re­ 
l a t e r at the start, and 
for several 
years, is virtually a member of a train- j 
ing school. 
For a while, at least, he 
probably learns more about 
men and 
things than would be ixjsstble in any 
other walk of life. 
The real journalist never reaches the 
top by beginning in the editorial room, 
llefore he can tread the quarter deck ut 
journalism, he must begin before the 
roast, and master each step as he.rises. 
He must be trained 
in 
the 
hardest 
school of 
knowledge- life. 
He 
must 
tramp the streets by day and by night. 
He must write, and 
he able to write 
well, under the most exasperating dif­ 
ficulties. He may never know an hour 
that is exclusively his 
own. 
Ile 
is 
under the editor's blue pencil, and he 
must be strong enough to stand almost 
daily discouragement. 
The 
city 
re­ 
porters daily life is hard, and it never 
becomes easy. 
The life of 
the 
em­ 
ployes of a great daily, from the edi­ 
tor-in-chief down to the 
(tty 
editor 
and rejorter, Is strenuous and nerve- 
wearing. and many run the pace that 
kills. 
His opportunity for doing good 
is almost as broad as the land itself. 
It is a pity. Indeed, that so many edi­ 
tors, trained to do the 
highest and 
greatest work of civilization, are, for 
bread and butter reasons, obliged to 
die in harness, when they are needed 
as leaders in every movement for the 
upbuilding of the race. 
Country Journalism. 
The Influence of the country press, 
in its aggregate, Is the greatest power 
for goon which the past has ever seen, 
which the 
present has ever experi­ 
ence,!, and the future has ever dared to 
suggest. 
The country newspaper has 
done 
more 
for 
progress, and 
has 
pushed civilization farther to tin* lr ut, 
than have all other influences for good 
combined, save that of religion. 
The 
life of a country editor is as close to 
the ideal of civilization has yet per­ 
mitted. 
His average income is from 
$1,000 to $1,500 a year. The maximum 
income of a country editor and propri­ 
etor dees not exceed $0,000 to $7,000, 
except in very exceptional cases, and 
comparatively few* receive beyond the 
$5,000 mark, but quite a number get 
from $2,000 to $3,000 annually, usually 
with the assistance of the printing of­ 
fice connected with the newspaper. 
Most country editors are proprietors, 
few country newspapers being edited 
by salaried men. 
Sm all Daily Papers. 
There is no sharp line drawn 
be­ 
tween the country weekly 
newspaper 
editor and reporter, as they do similar 
work, the editor doing more 
editing 
than reporting, and the reporter more 
reporting than 
editing. 
During 
the 
last la years the country daily newspa­ 
per has been very much In evidence, 
and in many localities has supplanted 
the weekly paper, but most of these 
dailies also run weekly editions. Their 


editors are almost Invariably owners 
of the whole or a part of the paper, 
and therefore are not salaried men. 
Many daily newspapers 
outside of 
the largest cities are enormously prof­ 
itable, and the owners of a leading pa­ 
per in a city, which has at least 100,- 
000 Inhabitants, is likely to be one of 
the richest men of the town. The life 
of these daily newspaper editors Is 
similar to that of men on 
the large 
city dailies, but not so strenuous. 
Some of our greatest editors and 
most capable editorial writers are not 
found in the larger cities, but confine 
their labors 
to 
the 
smaller cities, 
where 
they undoubtedly have 
more 
opportunity and certainly live much 
happier lives 
Any bright boy with 
journalistic ability, who starts right 
and works faithfully, lf he sticks to the 
country, is pretty sure to arrive at the 
position of country editor or proprie­ 
tor, and may hope some day to have 
an income sufficient to support him in 
comfort, with enough over to build up 
a competency. 
The city boy, of the necessary abili­ 
ty, may feel reasonably sure of earn­ 
ing his livelihood on a great daily, but 
the chances are that his country cousin 
will be gaining more in the aggregate 
and have a much happier life than is 
possible under the great city environ­ 
ment A good position in society and 
a comfortable living are almost cer­ 
tain for the country 
boy of 
ability, 
who is satisfied with country journal­ 
ism. 
In the city, on the great newspaper, 
there is a higher goal 
to strive for, 
with very little chance of reaching it; 
first, bf t misc only those of the greatest 
ability can ever hope to obtain the 
highest honors; and second, because 
there are altogether too 
many 
con­ 
testants in the race. 
# 
Educational Needs. 
There arc many schools of journal- I 
ism. some of them financially success- j 
ful, but I 
very much 
doubt lf any 
school can pro;>erly impart the know- ! 
ledge necessary for the making of an 
editor or reporter. 
A classical college 
education may or may not he essential 
to journalistic success, hut the college- 1 
bred man has a better chance than has J 
the man of only comourn school educa­ 
tion. 
Generally 
speaking, the 
more 
broadly educated a man Is, the better 
equipped he is. The would-be journal­ 
ist needs all the education he can ob­ 
tain. 
lf he expects to rise from the 
ranks, and to he other than an ordin­ 
ary reporter, he must have 
a 
mind 
filled with general knowledge, he must 
know both the world of books and the 
world outside of books, and he cannot j 
know too much about men and things. : 
A liberal education Is the best prepara- I 
Hon for journalistic life. It fits one to j 
make l etter use of the practical things j 
of life. 
The country editor should be a print­ 
er, not a theoretical one, but a practi­ 
cal printer, familiar with 
the whole 
art aud 
practice of 
type and 
press. 
Nearly all 
country newspapers, even 
those issuing dailies, maintain print­ 
ing establishments, and comparatively 
few could exist without the 
printing 
office. 
The city Journalist need not neces­ 
sarily 
understand 
typesetting 
and 
printing, but a knowledge of th* "art 
creative of all arts" will 
not 
rome 
amiss, and he is better off if equipped 
with it. 
He would better 
begin 
by 
writing rei>orts of local events, and by 
attempting to produce descriptive arti­ 
cles of things which he thinks will in 
terest the public. 
Boy That Succeeds. 
The boy most likely to make a g*v» i 
journalist 
possesses, am >ng 
other 
things, great chunks of old-fashioned 
horse sense. 
He is 
naturally observ­ 
ant, and can readily put his thoughts 
upon paper. 
Quite likely he inclines 
toward the printing office, even at an 
early age, and likes to see the printers 
at work, and wants 
a 
few fonts of 
type and a printing press of his own. 
So iar as I know, there h s never 
been i successful journalist who did 
not, at an early age, instinctively turn 
in this 
direction, and 
involuntarily 
show a preference for 
type, Ink aud 
j paper. Unless the youth shows these 
characteristics, the chances are that he 
will make a poor Journalist, and par­ 
ents should not attempt to push their 
son 
newspaperward 
unless they dis­ 
cover iii him unmistakable inclination 
and ability. They would better take 
the doubtful boy to some good editor. 
Show him around the office and 
the I 
printing shop, and ask the newspaper : 
men and reporters to talk with 
him. 
lf the boy has the spark of the jour­ 
nalist in him, it will not he a week be­ 
fore the journalistic name is sufficient 
to draw him back to the newspaper of­ 
fice, that he may again watch the ac­ 
tivity and talk with the men, 


Country the Best. 
Upon general principles, I advise the 
country boy, who wishes to become an 
editor, to remain in the country, to be- \ 
gin on a country 
newspaper, either 
daily or weekly, and to stick to the ! 
country. 
Eater it may be advisable 
for him to move to a larger town, and I 
even to a small city, but in 99 cases I 
out of IOO he will he better off in the 1 
end if he gives the smaller place the I 
preference, provided it Is large and 
prosperous enough for a reasonable 
amount of growth. 
Upon 
the 
same j 
general principles I would advise the 1 
city bo> who wishes to become a jour­ 
nalist to begin in the city, but after he 
has been iii the city a year, and has 
discovered that 
he 
is fitted for hts 
work, I would suggest that he serious­ 
ly consider moving to some smaller 
city or country center. 
In no other profession would 
I sc 
strongly advise the boy to give the 
country and the country-city the pref­ 
erence, and I would apply this advice 
to the city-bred boy as well as to the 
country-grown boy. 


EXCELLENT SANDWICHES. 


There Are Sandwiches and Sandwiches 
—Ones Here Given Not of Res­ 
taurant Order. 


The following attractive recipes for 
sandwiches appeared originally in the 
Ledger Monthly; 
(thicken or Turkey.—Cut cold roast­ 
ed chicken or turkey into fine slices, 
spread some thin slices 
of 
bread 
with a canape sauce; put two slices 
of bread together with a slice 
of 
chicken between, trim the sandwiches 
neatly, cut them 
in 
three-cornered 
pieces and serve on a folded napkin; 
or spread the bread with butter, lay 
on the chicken, sprinkle over a little 
salt, lay over the other slice. 
When 
they are all prepared in this way, 
cut in round or diagonal pieces, and 
serve on a folded napkin. 
Another way is to mix two table­ 
spoonfuls of butter with one table­ 
spoonful of French mustard, spread 
the slices of bread with the mustard 
butter, put a slice of roasted chicken, 
turkey, cold roasted veal or 
boiled 
ham between two slices, and finish 
the same as above. 
Lettuce Sandwiches.—Spread 
some 
thin slices of bread with a canape 
sauce, put two or three young lettuce 
leaves between; cut them even 
all 
around, 
then 
Into 
three-cornered 
pieces. 
Club Sandwiches.—Have some bread 
cut into fine slices and toasted to a 
nice brown color; on to a slice lay a 
crisp lettuce leaf, on to which put 
two very thin slices of fried crisp 
bacon, then a slice of turkey or roast­ 
ed chicken, again a slice of boiled ham, 
two small slices of crisp fried bacon, 
last a lettuce leaf, and place on all 
another slice of toast.

make Estes Park a go, both as a 
hunting preserve and a profit-earning 
ranch, and now that he has given up 
the struggle, he will probably be mad­ 
der than ever and cuss his American 
experiences from the western border­ 
land to the blue waters of Long Is­ 
land sound. 
When the deal w*as closed Dunraven 
is said to have remarked to the rep­ 
resentatives of the western gentlemen 
w’ho bought the place: 
"I wish you luck of it. 
Estes park 
has cost me a pretty penny." 
And what the English 
lord 
had 
hoped to make a hunting paradise is 
to become a summer resort, and even 
now In the narrow valley tucked in 
between 
the 
high 
mountains 
the 
sound of the hammer and the 
saw 
are heard and the new hotel grows 
apac*. 
Dunraven himself had not vis­ 
ited the ranch in a decade of years, 
but there remain the Hereford cattle, 
some remnants of his stable, the pic­ 
tures in the cottage and the small 
unpainted chapel, the wonder of ail 
visitors, to suggest the pretty little 
harmless earldom he meant to estab­ 
lish for his recreation in the 
Rocky 
mountains. 
It is 70 or SO miles from Denver. 
about northwest; a little cavity among 
the ribs of (he continent, completely 
isolated. 


It was through no lack of love top 
Estes Park that Lord Dunraven aban­ 
doned this preserve. 
From beginning 
to end things went more often 
ill 
than well with it. 
The settlers wer* 
inimical, the management was inex­ 
perienced, the property was a contin­ 
ual heavy charge on the wrong side 
of the account, and the game preserve 
idea had to be discarded before he had 
given half a dozen hunting parties or 
fairly learned the secrets of the woods. 
This is the story: 
The earl first went to Estes Park 
in 1873. 
He homesteaded as much of 
it as the law would permit and bought 
the homes of two settlers who had re­ 
cently made filings on the land. These 
transactions gave him a large part 
of the most desirable land along the 
creek, rich meadows 
where 
native 
grass (and there is nothing sweeter 
to cattle than mountain hay) grew 
high. 
But two or three settlers who 
re­ 
mained, along with others who had 
eyes upon this treasure of a valley, 
warred against the Dunraven scheme. 
The authorities at Washington were 
Informed with considerable feeling of 
the pretensions of this English lord 
who would turn one of the fairest 
garden spots in Colorado into a pri­ 
vate hunting patch. 
It was not dif­ 
ficult to arouse antagonism to the en­ 
terprise, and while the earl was still 
negotiating for more land the govern­ 
ment suddenly threw the entire park. 
saving only certain timber reserves 
high up on the mountains, open to 
settlement. 
That was a blow to Lord Dunraven. 
He was compelled to abandon his plan 
of owning the whole park, for the re­ 
maining settlers and the new ones 
who came in soon 
were 
stubborn. 
But Dunraven was determined not to 
be driven away. 
He would 
go 
to 
ranching like the rest of them. 
From England was brought a fine 
herd of Hereford cattle, which speedi­ 
ly became the cause of special bitter­ 
ness. 
In 1876 Lord Dunraven built a ho­ 
tel on a commanding site above his 
ranch houses. This, like all the other 
features of the venture, was 
never 
profitable, but it afforded him facili­ 
ties for entertaining his friends. 
Be­ 
sides, there was the cottage, luxurious­ 
ly furnished, filled with reminders of 
old England. 
To this day many of 
the pictures, old steel engravings of 
Landseer, colored hunting prints and 
the like, remain on the walls of the 
cottage. 
The settlers, relieved of the 
bodily presence of the detested Brit­ 
ish, tell fond tales of what they call 
the extravagances of those days. 
A 
piano was brought by wagon and with 
infinite labor over the mountains and 
installed in the cottage. 
Traps, stan­ 
hopes and victorias 
were 
imported 
with similar difficulty, to be knocked 
to pieces speedily over the 
unmade 
roads and pastures of the ranch.

Should the districting board 
succeed in carrying out their plan and 
no registrations are held, it would be 
possible a few days before election to 
send train loads of floaters into the 
cities of the new state and carry many 
of the doubtful districts.

homa who want a constitution written 
by the people and for the people is in a 
strict adherence to to the registration 
laws in this state.

NEW RATE LAW WENT INTO 


EFFECT AT MIDNIGHT 


SALE OF MALT BEVERAGES 


MUST CEASE SAYS PORTER 


New York, Aug. 2S. The new rail- 


road rate law which applies to M rail- 
roads doing an interstate business went 
into effect at midnight last night. 
It 


will be enforced by the interstate com- 
merce commission. 
According to the 


new law. the roads were to have filed 
with the commission by midnight all 
the tariffs and charges, showing not 
only the 
full cost of transportation 


from point to point, 
but also what 


items go to making up of them. 
From 


today on there can be no "extras," 
but the shipper is expected to be able 
to obtain in advance a final statement 
of the charges he has lo meet. 


It is stated that in fact not a single 


company has been able to comply fully 
with the provisions of the law, requir- 
ing them to~have all their schedules on 
tile by midnight. 
The schedule of 


switching charges was the most difficult 
of completion, and it is said that no 


road has been able to finish it in time 
to tile as the law ••lirected. 


Under the law every road which 


fails to complete its schedules may be 
fined, but it is believed the interstate 
commerce commission will give addi- 
tional time in almost every case where 
a road has given evidence of a sincere 
effort to comply with the law. 


It is expected th*ft the shippers will 


find themselves bcnefitted by the pro- 
vision which requires the railroads to 
include all charges of whatsoever na- 
ture in their quoted rates. 
Heretofore 


a shipper has had to figure for himself 
on icing, refrigerator 
and elevator 


charges and the dozen or more other 
incidentals, dickering with the several 
companies which had a hand in the 
transportation or care of his shipment. 
Now the railroad must do that and the 
shipper meets but one charge and deals 
with but one concern.

ing, and there are blacklegs on the 
newspaper staff the world over, but 
the men who make the newspaper, un- 
less they represent 
the over-colored 


side of Journalism, are superior to the 
majority of their readers. 
The filthy 


•heet. with every column a typograph- 
ical gutter for the sewerage of sensa- 
tion, bad as it is. Is a peg or two ahead 
of Its support. While I have no re- 
epeet for the yellow journal, or for Its 
editors and others connected with It, 1 
do not believe, as many do, that the 
Immoial newspaper is in tiny way re- 
sponsible for the public immorality. 


The newspaper is always better than 


Its readers. The reader, more than the 
editor, is responsible for journalistic 
degradation. The newspaper is, and in 
these days cannot often afford to be 
other than, a business institution. If 
It were not a business affair,, it could 
not live unless endowed It twist make 
money or die, therefore It gives its 
reade.-s what Its readers want. The 
reader, not the yellow journal, needs 
reformation. 
The good newspaper, 


find the good newspaper is in the vast 
majority, is the foundation stone of 
civilization, upon which is built and 
kept in repair the monument of prog- 
ress. 
Needs Natural Ability. 


The journalist, or newspaper man, Is 


a professional 1st, not a man of busi- 
ness. The profession of journalism has 
the peculiarities aud conditions always 
accompanying a profession, and there- 
fore 
the newspaper 
writer greatly 


needs natural ability for anything like 
full success. The ordinary man can 
never become a first-class newspaper 
writer, and the man of business ability

officer, and, under the 


editor-in-chief, actively carries out the 
policy of the paper 
To an extent he 


Is a superintendent, assuming the re- 
sponsibility for the newspapers active 
work 
Managing editors receive annu- 


al salaries of fioni 10 to 23 per cent 
less than those paid to the editors-in- 
chief 


Editorial writers are those who do 


the bulk of the editorial work of the 
paper, and who write all the editorials 
except those furnished by the editor- 
in-chief himself 
A largo city newspa- 


per employs nnywheie fiom two to a 
dozen such writers, who are graded 
according to their capacity and respon- 
sibility 
The head 
editorial writer 


composes the leaders not written by 
the editor-in-chief, and the other wri- 
ters prepare the rest 
Some editorial 


•writers do their woik at home, giving 
only a part of their time to the news- 
paper. Theso are paid by a salary, or 
by the column 


It is quite common nowadays for a 


great daily newspaper to have a num- 
ber ot edltois-at-l.irge, each one a spe- 
cialist In some one department 
These 


writers are usually paid by the piece, 
although some of them draw salaries. 
When t> matter of any special impor- 
tance, requiring expert opinion, comes 
up, the editor familiar with that kind 
of work is ordered to prepare an edi- 
torial, which be does In the time al- 
lotted. 
Editorial writers In large cities may 


hope to draw salaries of from $1,500 to 
16,000 a year. Probably lew e\^r re- 
e»lve more than $6,000. 
Special edi- 


torial writers, who give but a part of 
jfeelr 0*y to th« newspaper, if they 40 


not work at space rates or by the col- 
umn, 
araw stated salaries of from 9250 


to $2,000 a year, the average probably 
not exceeding $700 or $800. 


The city editor has charge of the lo- 


cal reporters. He is responsible for ob- 
taining the city news. The city editor 
does not have to be a great thinker or 
a many-sided man, but he must under- 
stand men and things, so that he may 
know how to use them to the beat ad- 
vantage. 
He must also hold a finger 


upon the public pulse, that he may 
give the readers what they want In the 
way of local happenings. The city edi- 
tors of large papers receive anywhere 
from $1,500 to $4,000 a year, a few sal- 
aries reaching $5,009. 


Telegraph 
editors are editors or 


readers of telegraphic copy. They are 
responsible for the headings of such 
matter inserted in the newspapers, and 
the wilting of these headlines is really 
very important work. A telegraph edi- 
tor of :t great paper receives anywhere 
from $1,000 to $3,000 a year. 


Llt3rnry editors are responsible for 


the book reviews and literary matter. 
As a lule, they work away from the 
newspaper office, and most of them do 
not devote their entire time to any one 
publication. Their stated salaries run 
from $1,000 to three and four thousand 
dollars a year, the average being not 
far ficm $2,000. 
Desk Editors. 


Desk editors are readers and correct- 


ors of manuscript of every kind and 
class 
They must, first of all, be good 


grnmmariunsand users of pure English, 
and also possess much discretion.

Most country editors are proprietors, 


few country newspapers being edited 
by salaried men. 
Small Daily Papers. 


There is no sharp line drawn be- 


tween the country weekly newspaper 
editor and reporter, as they do similar 
work, the editor doing more editing 
than reporting, and the reporter more 
reporting than 
editing. During 
the 


last 15 years the country dally newspa- 
per has been very much In evidence, 
and In many localities has supplanted 
the weekly paper, but most of these 
dallies also run weekly editions. Tbelr 


•flltors art almost invariably owners 
of the whole or a part of the paper, 
«Hd therefore are not salaried men. 


Many dally newspapers outside of 


toe largest cities are enormously prof- 
itable, and the owners of a leading pa- 
tir in a city, which has at least 100,- 
OJO Inhabitants. Is likely to be one ot 
tie richest men of the town. The life 
oil these dally newspaper editors la 
similar to that of men on the large 
city dailies, but not so strenuous. 
* Some, of our greatest editors and 
most capable editorial writers are not 
found in the larger cities, but confine 
tkeir labors to the smaller cities, 
where 
they undoubtedly nave more 


opportunity and certainly live much 
happier lives 
Any bright boy with 


Journalistic ability, who starts right 
and works faithfully, if he sticks to the 
country, is pretty sure to arrive at the 
position ot country editor tor proprie- 
tor, and may hope some day to have 
an income sufficient to support him in 
comfort, with enough over to build up 
a competency. 


The city boy, of the necessary abili- 


ty, may feel reasonably sure of earn- 
ing his livelihood on a great dally, but 
the chances are that his country cousin 
will be gaining more in the aggregate 
and have a much happier life than la 
possible under the great city environ- 
ment A good position in society and 
a comfortable living are almost cer- 
tain for the country boy of ability, 
who Is satisfied with country Journal- 
ism. 


In the city, on the great newspaper, 


there is a higher goal to strive for, 
with \ery little chance of reaching It, 
first, because only those of the greatest 
ability can ever hope to obtain the 
highest honors; and second, because 
there are altogether too many con 
testants In the race. 
( 


Educational Needs. 


There are many schools of journal- 


ism, some of them financially success- 
ful, but I 
>ery much doubt if 
any 


school can properly Impart the know- 
ledge necessary for the making of on 
editor or reporter 
A classical college 


education may or may not be essential 
to Journalistic success, but the college- 
bred man has a better chance than has 
the man of only comomn school educa- 
tion 
Generally speaking, the 
more 


broadly educated a man is, the better 
equipped he is The would-be journal- 
ist needs all the education he can ob- 
tain 
If he expects to rise from the 


ranks, and to be other than an ordin- 
ary leporter, he must have a mind 
filled with general knowledge, he must 
know both the world of books and the 
world outside of books, and he cannot 
know too much about men and things

to diaw him back to the newspaper of- 
fice, that he may again watch the ac- 
tivity ciiid talk with the men. 
Country the Best. 


Upon genera! principles, I advise the 


country boy, who wishes to become an 
editor, to remain in the country, to be- 
gin on a country newspaper, either 
dally or weekly, and to stick to the 
country 
Later It may be advisable 


for him to move to a larger town, and 
even to a email city, but in 99 cases 
out of 100 he will be better off in the 
end if he gives the smaller place the) 
preference, provided it Is large and 
prosperous enough for a reasonable 
amount of growth. Upon 
the same 


general principles I would advise the 
city bo> who wishes to become a jour- 
nalist to begin In the city, but after he 
has been in the city a year, and has 
discovered that he Is fitted for his 
work, I would suggest that he serious- 
ly consider moving to some smaller 
city or country center. 


In no other profession would I so 


strongly advise the boy to giv» the 
country and the country-city the pref- 
erence, and I would apply this advice 
to the city-bred boy as well aa to the 
country-grown boy. 


EXCELLENT SANDWICHES. 


There Are Sandwiches and Sandwich** 


—Ones Here O-lven Not of Bes- 


taurant Order. 


Tie following attractive recipes for 


sandwiches appeared originally In the 
Ledger Monthly: 


QHIcken or Turkey.—Cut cold roast- 


ed chicken or turkey into fine slices, 
spread some thin slices 
of 
bread 


With a canape sauce; put two slices 
of bread together with a slice 
of 


chicken between, trim the sandwiches 
neatly, cut them 
In 
three-cornered 


pieces and serve on a folded napkin; 
or spread the bread with butter, lay 
on the chicken, sprinkle over a little 
salt, lay over the other slice. When 
they are all prepared in this way, 
cut In round or diagonal pieces, and 
serve on a folded napkin. 


Another way is to mix two table- 


spoonfuls of butter with one table- 
spoonful of French mustard, spread 
the slices of bread with the mustard 
butter, put a slice of roasted chicken, 
turkey, cold roasted veal or 
boiled 


bam between two slices, and finish 
the same as above. 


Lettuce Sandwiches.—Spread 
some 


thin slices of bread with a canape 
sauce, put two or three young lettuce 
leaves between; cut them even 
all 


around, 
then 
into 
three-cornered 


pieces. 


Club Sandwiches.—Have some bread 


cut into fine slices and toasted to a 
nice brown color; on to a slice lay a 
crisp lettuce leaf, on to which put 
two very this slices ot fried crisp 
bacon, then a slice of turkey or roast- 
ed chicken, again a slice of boiled ham, 
two small slices of crisp fried bacon, 
last a lettuce leaf, and place on all 
another slice of toast. Press firmly 
with the hand to pack it, then cut it 
diagonally in half. 


Sandwiches a la Brlgum—Cut 12 


thin slices of bread; mix four ounces 
of butter with one tableapoonful of 
English mixed mustard, spread this 
over the slices of bread, lay on this 
butter some finely chopped 
pickles, 


dip some lettuce leaves in mayonnaise, 
lay them over the pickles, and 
lay 


over the lettuce leaves a thin slice 
of chicken meat, then some more let- 
tuce leaves, mayonnaise 
and finely 


chopped hard-boiled eggs; cover with 
a slice of buttered bread, trim them 
neatly, and cut them in triangles, and 
arrange the sandwiches on a folded 
napkin.

hunting preserve and a profit-earning 
ranch, and now that he has given up 
the struggle, he will probably be mad- 
der than ever and cuss .his American 
experiences from the western border- 
land to the blue waters of Long Is- 
land sound. 


When the deal was closed Dunraven 


Is said to have remarked to the rep- 
resentatives of the western gentlemen 
who bought the place: 


"I wlah you luck of It. Bates park 


baa cost me a pretty penny." 


And what the English lord 
had 


hoped to make a hunting paradise is 
to become a summer resort, and even 
now In the narrow valley tucked In 
between 
the 
high 
mountains 
the 


sound of the hammer and the 
saw 


are heard and the new hotel grows 
apace. Dunraven himself had not vis- 
ited the ranch in a decade of years, 
but there remain the Hereford cattle, 
some remnants of his stable, the pic- 
tures In the cottage and the small 
unpainted chapel, the wonder of all 
visitors, to suggest the pretty little 
harmless earldom he meant to estab 
lish for his recreation in the Rocky 
mountains 


It Is 70 or 80 miles from Denver 


about northwest, a little cavity among 
the ribs of the continent, completely 
isolated. 


It was through no lack of lore tot 


Estes Park that Lord Dunraren aban- 
doned this preserve. 
From beginning 


to end things went more often 
111 


than well with It. The settlers were 
Inimical, the management was Inex- 
perienced, the property was a contin- 
ual heavy charge on the wrong aid* 
of the account, and the game preserve) 
idea had to be discarded before he had 
given half a dozen hunting parties or 
fairly learned the secrets of the wood*. 
This is the story: 


The earl first went to Estes Park 


In 1873. He homesteaded as much of 
It as the law would permit and bought 
the homes of two settlers who had re- 
cently made filings on the land. Thesw 
transactions gave him a large part 
of the most desirable land along the. 
creek, rich meadows 
where 
native 


grass (and there is nothing sweeter 
to cattle than mountain hay) grew; 
high. 


But two or three settlers who re- 


mained, along with others who had 
eyes upon this treasure of a valley, 
warred against the Dunraven scheme. 
The authorities at Washington wer» 
Informed with considerable feeling of 
the pretensions of this English lord 
who would turn one of the fairest 
garden spots in Colorado Into a pri- 
vate hunting patch. 
It was not dif- 


ficult to arouse antagonism to the en- 
terprise, and while the earl was still 
negotiating for more land the govern- 
ment suddenly threw the entire park, 
saving only certain timber reserve* 
high up on the mountains, open t» 
settlement. 


That was a blow to Lord Dunraven. 


He was compelled to abandon his plam 
of owning the whole park, for the re- 
maining settlers and the new ones 
who came in soon 
were 
stubborn. 


But Dunraven was determined not to 
be driven away. 
He would go t» 


ranching like the rest of them. 


From England was brought a fin* 


herd of Hereford cattle, which speedi- 
ly became the cause of special bitter- 
ness. 


In 1876 Lord Dunraven built a ho- 


tel on a commanding site above hi* 
ranch houses. 
This, like all the other 


features of the venture, was 
never 


profitable, but it afforded him facili- 
ties for entertaining his friends. Be- 
sides, there was the cottage, luxurious- 
ly furnished, filled with reminders of 
old England. To this day many of 
the pictures, old steel engravings of 
Landseer, colored hunting prints and 
the like, remain on the walls of the 
cottage. The settlers, relieved of the 
bodily presence of the detested Brit- 
ish, tell fond tales of what they call 
the extravagances of those days. 
A 


piano was brought by wagon and with 
infinite labor over the mountains and 
installed in the cottage. Traps, stan- 
hopes and victorias 
were 
imported 


with similar difficulty, to be knocked 
to pieces speedily over the 
unQiade 


roads and pastures of the ranch.

The new rail- 


road rate law which applies to all rail- 
roads doing an interstate business went 
into effect at midnight last night. 
It 


will be enforced by the interstate com- 
merce commission. 
According to the 


new law, the roads \\ere to have filed 
with the commission by midnight all 
the tariffs and charges showing not 
only the 
full cost of 
transportation 


from point to point, but also what 
items go to making up of them. 
From 


today on there can 
l>e no "extras," 


but the shipper is expected to be able 
to obtain in advance a hnal stau ment 
of the charges he has to meet. 


It is stated that in fact not a single 


company has been able to comply fully 
with the provisions of the law, requir- 
ing them to have all their schedules on 
tile by midnight. 
The schedule of 


switching charges was the most difficult 
of completion, and it is said that no 


rout! has. been able to finish it in time 
to 'ile as the l.iw diivctod. 


L'nder the law every road which 


fails to complete its schedules may be 
tined, but it is believed the interstate 
conimeu-e commission will give addi- 
tional time in almost every cat>e where 
a road has given evidence of a sincere 
effort to comply with the law. 


It is expected thift the -shippers will 


find themselves benefitted by the pro- 
vision which requires the railroads to 
include all charges of whatsoever na- 
ture in their quoted rates.

show that the crop has deteriorated 
and is further threatened by reason of 
excessive rains, intermittent showers 
and the depredation of insect pests in 
a very large proportion of the territory I 
covered. Notwithstanding which they ' 
show that the condition in Texas, com-' 
pared with the correspondent date of 
1905, was 8.1 per cent better; Indian 
Territory 4.5 per cent better and Okla- 
homa 12 per cent better. 


The following table gives the condi- 


tion averages in more detail, and also 
repeats the changes in acreage as ascer- 
tained by the News in June. These 
comparisons, it should be borne in mind, 
are with the crop of 1905, and not with 
' 'normal.'' The figures showing quant-

Ing. and there are blacklegs on the 
newspaper staff the world over, b« 
the men who make the newspaper, tin 
less they represent the over-colored 
side of Journalism, are superior to the 
majority of their readers. The filthy 
•heet. with every column a typograph- 
ical gutter for the sewerage of sensa- 
tion, bad as it is. is a peg or two ahead 
of Its support. While I have no re- 
spect for the yellow journal, or for Its 
editors and others connected with it, I 
do not believe, as many do, that the 
immoral newspaper is in tiny way re- 
sponsible for the public immorality.

its readers. The reader, more than the 
editor, is responsible for journalistic 
degradation. The newspaper is, and in 
these days cannot often afford to be 
other than, a business institution.

Editorial writers are those who do 


the bulk of the editorial work of the 
paper, and who write all the editorials 
except those futuishecl by the editor- 
in-chief himself 
A largo city newspa- 


per employs anywheie fiom two to a 
dozen such writers, who are graded 
according to their capacity and respon- 
sibility 
The head editorial writer 


composes the leaders not written by 
the editor-in-chief, and the other wri- 
ters prepaie the rest 
Some editorial 


•writers do their woik at home, giving 
only a part of their time to the news- 
paper. Theso are paid by a salary, or 
by the column 


It is quite common nowadays for a 


great dally newspaper to have a num- 
ber ot edltoiH-at-large, each one a spe- 
cialist In some one department These 
writers are usually pttid by the piece, 
although some of them draw salaries. 
When o matter of any special impor- 
tance, requiring expert opinion, comes 
up. the editor familiar with that kind 
of work is ordered to prepare an edi- 
torial, which be does In the time al- 
lotted. 
Editorial writers in large cities may 


nope to draw salaries of from $1,500 to 
|6,000 a year. Probably lew e\^r re- 
ceive more than $6,000. Special edi- 
torial writers, who give but a part of 


oay to the newspaper, if they do 


not work at space rates or by the col- 
umn, araw stated salaries of from 9250 
to $2.000 a year, the average probably 
not exceeding 9700 or 9800. 


The city editor has charge of the lo- 


cal reporters. He is responsible for ob- 
taining the city news. The city editor 
does not have to be a great thinker or 
a many-sided man, but he must under- 
stand men and things, so that he may 
know how to use them to the best ad- 
vantage. He must also hold a finger 
upon the public pulse, that he may 
give the readers what they want In the 
way of local happenings. The city edi- 
tors of large papers receive anywhere 
from 91,500 to 94,000 a year, a few sal- 
aries reaching $5,009. 


Telegraph 
editors are editors or 


readers of telegraphic copy. They are 
responsible for the headings of such 
matter inserted In the newspapers, and 
the wilting of these headlines IB really 
very important work. A telegraph edi- 
tor of ^ great paper receives anywhere 
from $1,000 to $3,000 a year. 


Llt3rary editors are responsible for 


the book reviews and literary matter. 
As a tule, they work away from the 
newspaper office, and most of them do 
not devote their entire time to any one 
publication. Their stated salaries run 
from $1,000 to three and four thousand 
dollirs a year, the average being not 
far ficm $2,000. 
Desk Editors. 


Desk editors are readers and correct- 


ors of manuscript of every kind and 
class 
They must, first of all, be good 


grninmariansand users of pure English, 
and also possess much discretion. On 
great dallies these men draw salaries 
of from $1.500 to $3,000 a >ear. 
The 


small city newspapers, as a *t»le, do 
not employ such editors. 


Space writers, those who write by 


the column and are paid for what is 
printed, reielve from four 
to fifteen 


dollars a column, eight dollars being 
he fan average. 


Reporters on great newspapers are 


paid trom $10 to $100 a week, compar-

The life 
oil these dally newspaper editors is 
similar to that of men on the large 
oity dallies, but not so strenuous. 
* Some of our greatest editors and 
most capable editorial writers are not 
found in the larger cities, but oonflne 
(heir labors to the smaller cities, 
where they undoubtedly have more 
opportunity and certainly live much 
happier lives 
Any bright boy with 


Journalistic ability, who starts right 
and works faithfully, if he sticks to the 
country, is pretty sure to arrive at the 
position ot country editor br proprie- 
tor, and may hope some day to have 
an income sufficient to support him in 
comfort, with enough over to build up 
a competency. 


The city boy, of the necessary abili- 


ty, may feel reasonably sure of earn- 
ing his livelihood on a great dally, but 
the chances are that his country cousin 
will be gaining more in the aggregate 
and have a much happier life than la 
possible under the great city environ- 
ment A good position in society and 
a comfortable living are almost cer- 
tain for the country boy of ability, 
who Is satisfied with country Journal- 
ism.

reporting than editing. Duning the 
last 15 years the country daily newspa- 
per has been very much In evidence, 
and in many localities has supplanted 
the weekly paper, but most of these 
dallies also run weekly editions. Their 


In ihe city, on the great newspaper, 


there is a higher goal to strive for, 
with \ery little chance of reaching It, 
first, because only those of the greatest 
ability can ever hope to obtain the 
highest honors; and second, because 
there are altogether too many con 
testants in the race.

Educational Needs.

They would better take 
the doubtful boy to some good editor, 
show him around the office and 
tho 


printing shop, and ask the newspaper 
men and reporters to talk with him 
If the boy has the sp.uk of the Jour- 
nalist in him, it will not be a week be- 
fore the journalistic flame is sufficient 
to draw him back to the newspaper of- 
fice, thnt he may again watch the ac- 
tivity diid talk with the men. 
Country the Best. 


Upon genera! principles, I advise the 


country boy, who wishes to become an 
editor, to remain in the country, to be- 
gin on a country newspaper, either 
daily or weekly, and to stick to the 
country 
Later it may be advisable 


for him to move to a larger town, and 
even to a small city, but in 99 cases 
out of 100 he will be better off in the 
end if he gives the smaller place tho 
preference, provided it is large and 
prosperous enough for a reasonable 
amount of growth. Upon the 
same 


general principles I would advise the 
city bo> who wishes to become a jour- 
nalist to begin in the city, but after he 
has lieen in the city a year, and has 
discovered that he is fitted for his 
work, I would suggest that he serious- 
ly consider moving to some smaller 
city or country center. 


In no other profession would I so 


strongly advise the boy to give the 
country and the country-city the pref- 
erence, and I would apply this advice 
to the city-bred boy as well as to the 
country-grown boy. 


There Are Candwiches and Sandwiches 


—Ones Here GMven Not of Bes- 


taurant Order. 


The following attractive recipes for 


sandwiches appeared originally in the 
Ledger Monthly: 


Qftlcken or Turkey.—Cut cold roast- 


ed chicken or turkey into fine slices, 
spread some thin slices 
of 
bread 


with a canape sauce; put two slices 
of bread together with a slice of 
clrloken between, trim the sandwiches 
neatly, cut them 
in three-cornered 


pieces and serve on a folded napkto; 
or spread the bread with butter, lay 
on the chicken, sprinkle over a little 
salt, lay over the other slice. When 
they are all prepared in this way, 
cut in round or diagonal pieces, and 
serve on a folded napkin. 


Another way is to mix two table- 


spoonfuls of butter with one table- 
spoonful of French mustard, spread 
the slices of bread with the mustard 
butter, put a slice of roasted chicken, 
turkey, cold roasted veal or 
boiled 


bam between two slices, and finish 
the same as above. 


Lettuce Sandwiches.—Spread 
some 


thin slices of bread with a canape 
sauce, put two or three young lettuce 
leaves between; cut them even 
all 


around, 
then 
into 
three-cornered 
pieces. 


Club Sandwiches.—Have some bread 


cut into fine slices and toasted to a 
nice brown color; on to a slice lay a 
crisp lettuce leaf, on to which put 
two very thin slices ot fried crisp 
bacon, then a slice of turkey or roast- 
ed chicken, again a slice of boiled ham, 
two small slices of crisp fried bacon, 
last a lettuce leaf, and place on all 
another slice of toast. Press firmly 
with the hand to pack it, then cut it 
diagonally in half. 


Sandwiches a la Brigum —Cut 12 


thin slices of bread; mix four ounces 
of butter with one tableapoonful of 
English mixed mustard, spread this 
over the slices of bread, lay on this 
butter some finely chopped 
pickles, 


dip some lettuce leaves In mayonnaise, 
lay them over the pickles, and 
lay 


over the lettuce leaves a thin slice 
of chicken meat, then some more let- 
tuce leaves, mayonnaise and finely 
chopped hard-boiled eggs; cover with 
a slice of buttered bread, trim them 
neatly, and cut them in triangles, and 
arrange the sandwiches on a folded 
napkin.

It was through no lack of lor* tot 


Bstes Park that Lord Dunraven aban- 
doned this preserve. 
From beginning 


to end things went more often 
111 


than well with It. The settlers were 
Inimical, the management was Inex- 
perienced, the property was a contin- 
ual heavy charge on the wrong alto 
of the account, and the game preserv* 
idea had to be discarded before he had 
given half a dozen hunting parties or 
fairly learned the secrets of the woods. 
This is the story: 


The earl first went to Bstes Park 


In 1873. He homesteaded as much of 
It as the law would permit and bought 
the homes of two settlers who bad re- 
cently made filings on the land. Th< 
transactions gave him a large part 
of the most desirable land along th» 
creek, rich meadows 
where 
native 


grass (and there is nothing sweeter 
to cattle than mountain hay) grew; 
high. 


But two or three settlers who re- 


mained, along with others who had 
eyes upon this treasure of a valley, 
warred against the Dunraven scheme. 
The authorities at Washington were 
Informed with considerable feeling of 
the pretensions of this English lord 
who would turn one of the fairest 
garden spots in Colorado Into a pri- 
vate hunting patch. 
It was not dif- 


ficult to arouse antagonism to the en- 
terprise, and while the earl was still 
negotiating for more land the govern- 
ment suddenly threw the entire park, 
saving only certain timber reserve* 
high up on the mountains, open t» 
settlement. 


That was a blow to Lord Dunraven. 


He was compelled to abandon his plam 
of owning the whole park, for the re- 
maining settlers and the new one* 
who came in soon 
were 
stubborn. 


But Dunraven was determined not to 
be driven away. 
He would go 
te 


ranching like the rest of them. 


From England was brought a fine 


herd of Hereford cattle, which speedi- 
ly became the cause of special bitter- 
ness. 


In 1876 Lord Dunraven built a be- 


tel on a commanding site above hie 
ranch houses. This, like all the other 
features of the venture, was never 
profitable, but it afforded him facili- 
ties for entertaining his friends. Be- 
sides, there was the cottage, luxurious- 
ly furnished, filled with reminders ef 
old England. 
To this day many of 


the pictures, old steel engravings of 
Lancleeer, colored hunting prints and 
the like, remain on the walls of the 
cottage. 
The settlers, relieved of the 


bodily presence of the detested Brit- 
ish, tell fond tales of what they call 
the extravagances of those days. 
A' 


piano was brought by wagon and with 
infinite labor over the mountains and 
installed in the cottage. Traps, stan- 
hopes and victorias were 
imported, 


with similar difficulty, to be knocked 
to pieces speedily over the 
unaiade 


roads and pastures of the ranch.

Bredemus, of South Bend, Ind., was 
second with 5,064, and Ellery H. Clark. 
of the Boston 
Athletic association, 


third, with 4,678. Klely's victory was 
due principally to his superiority tm 
the weight events. He put the shot 
37 feet 10 inches, threw the hammer 
142 feet 10 Inches and the 66-pound 
weight 30 feet 9 inches. The hammer 
and weight distances are new recerde 
for this competition, according to the 
officials, although the other 
marks 


were not available. 
Klely also won. 


the high hurdles by two yards over 
Clark and captured the broad jumfi 
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
